Adolfo de la Huerta, former provisional 
president of Mexic- tonight confirmed 
reports from Nogales that rebel Yaqui 
tribesmen, under Gen. Luis Matuz, had 
demanded the surrend of Picaies, 
Sonora, by federd® troops. . De le Huerta, 
whom Matuz and other revolutionary 
leaders of Mexico have proclaimed their 
leader, said his information came from 
private agents on the American side of 
the line. 

’ The former chief executive, who left 
Mexico in exile in 1923, when the Amer- 
ican government gave.its moral support 
to President Obregon, as opposed to de 
la Huerta’s rebel movement, did not at- 
tempt to conceal his high spirits. 

. He reiterated his oft-repeated dec- 
laration that “when the proper time 
comes—that is, when the revolutionary 
movement pf my followers -has reached. 
a certain stage—I will return to my 
native land.” , 

De la Huerta would not reveal in- 
formation—if he has any—as to how 
many men were in the army of Gen. 
Matuz, reported moving northward 
toward the Nogales sector. 

Reported to Arizona Paper. 

Nogales, Ariz., May 11 (By A. P.).— 
The Nogales Herald says formal notices 
are reported to have been served on 
Mexican military authorities in Nogales, 
Sonora, opposite here, by Chief Luis 
Matuz of the Yaqui Indians, demand- 
ing possession of the city before Sun- 
day. 
A check of the Mexican federal mili- 
tary authorities tonight failed to con- 
firm the Herald report, which further 
declares the notice. for surrender of the 
city to the Yaqui forces*is believed to 
be backed by Adolfo’ de Ia Huerta, for- 
mer provisional president of Mexico, now 
a political refugee in the United States. 
Matuz repeatedly has declared the 
Indians were battling in the De la 
Huerta cause.

AFTER BUILDING BLAST 


More May Be in Ruins - of 
Dallas Lodge Hall; Meeting 
Was Being Held. 


30 INJURED BY DEBRIS 


Dallas, Tex., May 11 (By A. P.).—At 
least eight persons were killed and 30 
injured when an explésion wrecked a 
two-story brick building in southeast 
Dallas tonight on the second floor of

A one-story frame 
structure next door was wrecked by the 
explosion.

The identified dead are Capt. W. Hen- 
ry Lee, Fire Station No. 4; W. D. Hill, 
secretary: of the Odd Fellows lodge;

Four firemen, including Jack Red- 
mond, assistant chief, and Capt. R. H.

Believed Record for Unac- 
companied Aviator; Will 
Cross Sea by Himself, 


GIVES UP PILOT FOR GAS 


St. Louis, Mo., May 11/@By A. P.).—

gesser-Coli flight having resulted in 
failure, Capt. Charles Lindbergh, of St. 
Louis, after completing what is believed 
the longest flight, 1,550 miles, of an 
unaccompanied airman, today said he 
would hop off on his transatlantic 
flight within a week or ten days. 

The Missouri national guard flight 
commander and former airmail pilot, 
landed here at 9:18 a. m. today on an 
overnight flight from San Diego, Calif., 
started at 5:50 p. m. yesterday. 
Lindbergh plens to take off in his 
Ryan monoplane tomorrow morning be- 
tween 7 and 9 a. m., for a ten-hour non- 
stop ‘flight to Roosevelt field, Long 
island, where he will -get his ship in 
shape for the continent-to-continent 
flight. Wright mechanics from. Dayton, 
Ohio, will go over the Wright. whirl- 
wind motor, piece by piece and Ryan 
men from California will inspect the 
mechanism and instrument~ in the next 
two days. 

Then only weather conditions will 
remain to-determine the time of the 
start, Lindenbergh said today. 

At first deciding to stay in St. Louis 
until Friday, Lindbergh, the only Or- 
teig contest entrant who will attempt 
the transatlantic flight unaccompa- 
nied, conferred with his backers here 
and announced the take-off for New 
York tomorrow morning. 

Aided by strong jwinds from the 
southwest, Lindbergh was on.the San 
Diego-St. Louis flight 14 hours ‘and 5 
minutes. ‘ He arrived at Lambert-St.

Aviators Hope to Start on 
Flight to Paris 1 A. M., in 
Searchlight Glare. 


FURTHER DELAY OPPOSED 


New York, May 11 (By A. P.).— 
Wheels of the Bellanca monoplane, 
freshly painted red, white and blue, 
were today ready to roll over the 
ground of Roosevelt field Saturday 
morning at 1 o’clock for the start of a 
fight that every one connected with 
the’ effort believes will land it in Paris. 

The Columbia did not take the air 
today, mechanics passing the hours 
putting finishing touches to the work 
of equipping it for its greatest test.

Plane Heard in Newfoundland 
Monday; May Have Come 
Down in Forest. 


(By: the Associated Press.) 

A suggestion that Capts. Nungesser 
and Coli may have made a-for land- 
ing in the wide forests of N@wfound- 
land has revived to a degree waning 
hope for the French fliers, missing 
more than three days. 

Two residents of River Head, Harbor 
Grace, Newfoundland, have reported 
hearing an unidentified airplane pass- 
ing overhead between 9 and 10 o’clock 
Monday morning. The reporting point 
is directly on the route followed and 
it was about that time that St. Pierre, 
Miquelon, made a similar report, which 
was the basis of belief for several hours 
that.the transatlantic Jump had been 
completed. 

Meanwhile, however, naval and mer- 
chant marine fleets intensified their 
search from both sides of the ocean 
and the air patrol will be augmented 
today by the United States dirigible 
Los Angeles. 

Rumor Proves False. 

New York, May 11 (By A. P.).—No 
trace has been seen nor messages re- 
ceived concerning the missing French 
fliers, Nungesser and Coli, the Came- 
ronia, of the Cunard Line, reported in 
@® wireless message announced at the 
New York office of the line tonight. 

The Cameronia nad been mentioned 
in various rumors as having either’ 
picked up or sighted the airmen or ree 
ceived a message from another ship, 
the Conti Rossi reporting the sighting 
-of the fliers. 

The message received here stated:

It was sent in reply to one from the

The message was in accordance with 
instructions. given to the captain of 
the ship by Dr. M. Serrati, general 
manager of the line to take a northerly 
route with the view of giving informa- 
tion on the aviators if they were seen.

AMERICAN ACTIVITY 
CAUSES APPRECIATION 


One Paper Calls on People to 
Welcome Chamberlin Should 
He Succeed. 


Paris, May 11 (By A. P.).—‘All hope 
is not yet abandoned,” is the charac- 
teristic headjine tn the Paris newspa- 
pers this evening in contrast with’ the 
joyous announcement of the departure 
of Capts. Nyngesser and Coli on Sunday 
and the exuberance attendant upon the 
erroneous heralding of their arrival on 
the other side of the Atlantic Monday. 

Paris and all France are experiencing 
a real state of anguish over the where- 
abouts of the airmen, upon whom they 
counted for the achievement of the 
most spectacular air exploit thus far 
of the century. 

Workmen leaving the factories at 
noon and ‘again this evening -made a 
mad rush to the newsstands for the 
latest word of the searchers on both 
sides of the ocean. The two air aces 
have no more ardent followers than 
among those of the poorer quarters of 
the city, and it is the working men 
and women and working girls who are 
showing the most emotional concern 
over their disappearance. 


Anti-Americanism Fades. 


Anti-American feeling, which pre- 
vailed so strongly Monday night and 
Tuesday has subsided. This was due, 
in a measure, to second sober thought, 
as well as to Ambassador Herrick’s 
message to the State Department at 
Washington, in which he warned that 
an American flight to Paris at this 
time before the fate of the French air- 
men is known, might be misunder- 
stood, and misinterpreted. M. Bokanok- 
ski, minister of public works, also con- 
tributed to a better feeling by his good 
words in the chamber yesterday about 
American cooperation. 

Even one of the most rabid papers 
calmed down enough to term Com- 
mander Byrd’s offer to do what he 
could in the search for the French air- 
men, a handsome gesture. 

Nothing daunted by the fate which 
may have befallen Nungesser and Coli 
in the north Atlantic and Saint Roman 
and Mouneyres in the south, another 
French aviator; De Marnier, is plan- 
ning to take off from Le Bourget some 
time in the forthcoming full moon 
period, probably Saturday. He will 
pilot a 500-horsepower biplane and 
will try to break the world’s nonstop 
distance record, probably heading for 
India. 

Should Welcome Bellanca. 


“Perhaps it is time to examine our 
conscience,” says the Midi. “We have 
not always been very fair to the sport- 
ing achievements of our neighbors. 
We have not always given them the 
prominence their importance justified.” 

“If in a few days,” it concludes, “Ber- 
taud and Chamberlin land in the Seine. 
Paris’ welcome must bé worthy of that 
which New York prepared for our avi- 
ators. And if—‘Sod forbid—the Amer- 
ican pilots are lost on the treacherous 
sea, then French destroyers must be 
ready immediately to rush forth in des- 
perate search.” 

The greatest hope is that some of 
the early reports of the sighting of the 
plane off Newfoundland may have been 
correct and that. it is stil] floating on 
the Atlantic, awaiting rescue, or de- 
scended at some remote spot along the 
coast.

Nungesser Often 
Visited Here by Cele- 
brated Ace, Who, How- 
ever, Never Mentioned 


His Plans or Intentions.| 


Now in New York City He 
Awaits, Hopefully Still, 
Word of Him, Though He 
Expected to Congratu- 
late Him—Informs Wife. 


Robert Nungesser, tinning and heat- 
ing contractor, of 310 G street north- 
west, is a younger brother of the dar- 
ing French aviator, Capt. Charles Nun- 
gesser, for. whom two nations are 
searching after his attempt to bridge 
the Atlantic ocean in an airplane. 

Unaware that his brother contem- 
plated the daring voyage until press 
reports of-his intentions were broad- 
cast, Robert Nungesser went to New 
York to greet his brother, of whom he 
is naturally proud, only to find he 
must wait in agonizing uncertainty 
instead of bestowing the proud greet- 
ing he had hoped to give. Daily he 
sends telegrams to his wife, Lena, 
hardly more than a girl, wko waits 
tremulously at the home of her sister, 
Mrs. Mary Forti, 58 New York avenue 
northwest, for word of her brother-in- 
law. 

Robert was too young to fight in the 
great war. He is only 23 years old now, 
and came to America 6%, years ago.

After a year’s service 
the army began reducing its forces 
and the younger Nungesser was dis- 
charged. 

In December, 1924, he married Miss 
Lena Fusco at the Holy Rosary Cath- 
olic church. The couple went to New 
York, where Robert was employed for 
ten months and then returned to 
Washington, where he set himself up 
in the tinning and heating business. 
They have a daughter, Dolores Marie, 
who is 34% months old.

Two Hear Plane in Mist. 


St. Johns, Newfoundland, May 11 (By

ing transatlantic fliers, Nungesser and 
Coli, may have landed at some remote 


and uninhabited spot in Newfoundland 
was considered tonight after two per- 
sons had reported hearing the roar of 
an airplane motor through the mist 
last Monday morning. 

Patrick O’Brien and Capt. John 
Stapleton, residents of Harbor Grace, 
65 miles north of here, said they had 
heard the drone of an airplane engine, 
but had been unable to see the plane 
because of the fog. 

Newfoundland, although its rocky 
coast is dotted with numerous fishing 
villages, has*great stretches of rough 
wild country without habitation or 
communication for miles. It is con- 
sidered barely possible that the French 
fliers, unable to get their bearings in 
the fog, might have been forced down 
at some point from where it would 
take many hours if not days for them 
to make their way to a settlement, 
where news concerning them could be 
sent to the outside world. 


No Canadian Aero There. 


Ottawa, Ont., May 11° (By A. P.).—So 
far as the board is aware, there has 
been no Canadian aircraft flying in 
the vicinity of Newfoundland this 


| week, the Canadian air board stated 


this afternoon with reference to a re- 
port that an airplane had been heard 
Monday near St. Johns, Newfoundland. 

No previous report of a plane fiying 
in the vicinity of St. Johns had been 
received by the board here. 

“If an airplane was actually flying 
in the district of St: Johns Monday,” 
the board added, “it might have been 
the missing French aviators.” 


Submarine Saw Plane. 


London, May 11 (By A. P.).—The 
British submarine H-50 sighted: a plane 
believed to be Nungesser’s near the 
Isle of Wight at 7:15 o’clock Sunday 
morning in the English channel, the 
admiralty announced today. 

The plane was flying at a height of 
about 1,000 feet. Red, white and biue 
markings were obseryed on the tail, 
but there was too much mist for exact 
observation. 

The admiralty also announced that 
& woman living at Rodwell, near Wey- 
mouth, farther along the channel 
coast, sighted a large white plane at 
9 a.m. Sunday. The engine was mak- 
ing more noise than that of an or- 
dinary machine, she said. This report 
is being’ investigated further. 


Los Angeles to Search. 


(By the Associated- Press.) 

The dirigible Los Angeles will leave 
Lakehurst, .N. J., early today under

The extent of the flight of the Los 
Angeles will depend largely on weather 
conditions.

‘Winds 
along the coast from Newfoundland to 
New York Monday were light to mod- 
erate. variable. Weather apparently 
favorable Monday morning along upper 
St. Lawrence river but cloudy followed 
by showers along the lower St. Law- 
rence.” 


Byrd to Wait Certainty 
As to Nungesser’s Fate 


New York, May 11 (By A. P.).—Com- 
mander Richard E. Byrd will not un- 
dertake the New York-Paris nonstop 
flight until Capts. Ntfhgesser and Coli 
are found or it has been definitely es- 
tablished that they are lost, Rodman 
Wanamaker, president of the American 
Transoceanic Co., and sponsor for 
Byrd’s flight, announced tonight. 

“And even then,” Mr. Wanamaker 
said, “the plane America enters no race. 
Its flight is to be solely in the cause of 
scientific progress.

WIDOW BECOMES ILL. _ 
AT VIEWS OF SURGEON 


Defense Holds Death Was Due 
' to Fall From Bed While 
Victim Was Drunk. 


Los Angeles, Calif.. May 11 (By A. P.). 
Paul Kelly, movie athlete-actor, was the 
aggressor in the fist fight with Ray 
Raymond, musical comedy star, which 
the State charges resulted in Ray- 
mond’s death, Emma Lée, negro matd, 
testified here today in Kelly’s. murder 
trial. 


The witness, a maid in the Raymond 
home, said that the film actor struck 
the first blow and pictured Raymond 
as almost helpless before the fury of 
Kelly’s assault. . 

Kelly hit Raymond in the face four 
or five times while he held his op- 
ponent’s head with one arm around the 
neck, Miss Lee testified. She said Kelly 
struck the last blow as he let go of 
Raymond and the actor fell against a 
table. 

The two men quarreled over Ray- 
monds wife, Dorothy Mackaye, stage 
actress, the State alleges. 


Bathed His Swollen Face 


The maid testified she bathed Ray- 
mond’s face after the fight and found 
his ieft eye and the left side of his 
face “terribly swollen.” 

Raymond was found unconscious the 
next morning on the floor beside. his 
bed from which he had fallen, Miss 
Lee related. He was lying on his back 
and breathing unnaturally, she added 

Previously Autospy Surgeon A. F. 
Wagner had stuck to his statement 
that Raymond died mainly of a sub- 
dural (brain) hemorrhage caused by 
nothing else than violence. 

When the defense sought to draw 
testimony that the subdural hemor- 
rhage might have been caused by other 
diseases, the witness testified there had 
been no evidences of other diseases. 


Widow Is Made Ill. 


The nature of the detailed testimony 
of the surgeon concerning the brain 
and abdontinal organs of the slain actor 
caused Raymond’s widow to become ill. 
She hurriedly left the courtroom early 
in the technical testimony and, with 
the support of her friend, Miss Helen 
Wilkinson, went to the witness room. 

An admission from the autopsy sur- 
geon that the fatal injuries might have 
been caused by a fall was claimed by 
the defense as a point in its favor. The 
defense contends Raymond’s injury was 
caused by his falling from bed, due to 
intoxication the night of the alleged 
fight 

Wagner qualified his admission with 
the expressed opinion that the injury 
was the result of a blow or kick.

POPLAR BLUFF REPORTS — 
101 LIVES LOST. THERE 


Some Ruins in Missouri Still 
to Be Searched; Civilian 
Guard Organized. . 


Poplar Bluff, Mo., May 11. (By A. P.). 
After two days of suffering and streés, 
caused by a tornado which virtually 
demolished the business section and 
took more than. 100 lives. Poplar 
Bluff tonight began: to bury its dead. 
Ten. funerals .were held, although the 
majority were arran for tomorrow 
and ‘the next day. ’ 

The number of Kx wn dead tonight 
had increased to 101, while the serious- 
ly injured, some of whom ‘were ex- 
pected to die, stood near the 100 mark. 

An exhaustive search today of the 
ruins of the once famous. Riverside 
hotel disclosed two bodies. The hotel, 
one of the first built here, when new, 
was one of the finest hotels in the 
middle West. 

The New Melbourne hotel, which 
yielded the greatest number of bodies, 
was the tomb of its proprietor, Mis. 
Mae Smith, and-23 guests. The death 
of Opal Sherrill, a guest, closed one of 
the most dramatic incidents of the 
catastrophe. She lay in the ruins with 
the water creeping up about her body 
for nine hours while rescuers cut 
through the floors above to release 
her. 

Dozen Still Are Missing. 


No estimate of the number of miés- 
ing was available tonight, but approx- 
imately a dozen persons had not been 
heard from since the tornado struck. 
A few ruins remained to be searched. 

Organization of a civilian guard un- 
der command of a regular army, officer 
was effected’ tonight to replace two 
companies of State militia. 

Poplar Bluff today presented a scene 
of unparalleled activity as clean-up 
work began in earnest. Light and 
power were being rapidly restored and 
communication within the town was 
partly renewed. 


Death List Mounting. 


Kansas City, May 11 (By A. P.).— 
Prospects of a steadily increasing death 
list in the huge checkerboafd scooped 
out of the middle West by a series of 
tornadoes and storms, in which at least 
244 persons perished and more than 900 
were injured, today added to the trials 
of relief workers. | 

While casualty lists in Texas, Illi- 
nois, Kansas and Louisiana showed lit- 
tle change, debris of razed communi- 
ties in Missouri and Arkansas yielded 
more bodies last night end several in- 
jured died in hospitals. 

Physicians. reported that more than 
@ score of injured in Missouri and Ar- 
kansas had little chance to live. This, 
coupled with failure to establish com- 
munication with several villages since 
the tornadoes struck Monday, caused 
relief agencies to estimate the dead 
would total approximately 250. 

Casualty reports for the three-day 
Western storm period today showed: 

Missouri, 111 dead, 46vu injvrea: Ar- 
kansas, 70 dead, 350 injured; Texas, 35 
dead, 100 injured; Illinois, 13 dead, 35 
injured; Kansas, 10 dead, 40 injured; 
Louisiana, 3 dead; Wyoming, 3 dead; 
Iowa, 1 dead; totals, 250 dead; 925 in- 
jured. 

Relief Work in Arkansas. 


Little Rock, Ark., May 11 (By A. P.). 
Relief work in the tornado-swept areas 
of Arkansas was placed upon a system- 
atic basis today and reports for the 
various communities razed by the freak- 
ish wind late Monday indicated that 
hundreds of injured and homeless had 
been succored. 

Meanwhile, heaps of debris were being 
searched fof additional bodies and a re- 
check of the casualty lists of a dozen 
towns was being made. Workers ex- 
pressed the fear that many of the in- 
jured who are being cared for in homes 
hospitals. and hotels in the stricken 
area, could not survive. 

The known dead remained at 70 to- 
night, while the number of injured ran 
well above 300. | 

More than 100 families were home- 
less and it was stated that many of 
these were in urgent need of assistance 
and rehabilitation. . 

National guardsmen remained on pa- 
trol duty at Strong, in the southern 
edge of the State, but civilian agencies 
reported they had the éituation well in 
hand in the northeastern section, 
where half a dozen towns and ‘villages 
were razed. Strong, a prosperous. little 
farming community, was completely 
wiped out by the tornado. 

The series of tornadoes. which cut a 
checkerboard line diagonally across the 
eastern half of the State, came as a 
dramatic climax to a series of disasters 
which Arkansas has suffered: since last 
Thanksgiving day, when a tornado vir- 
tually destroyed Heber Springs, killing 
20 persons. Early December was mark- 
ed by torrential rains, which: swelled 
rivers to the flood stage. A tornado 
wrecked Benton and Green Forest early 
in April, killing 50 persons. Then came 
the greatest flood in the history of the 
State, one-eighth of the entire land 
area of the State bcing inundated. 
Nearly 150 persons. Igst their lives in 
the flood, the muddy ‘waters of which 
still cover a vast area. Hundreds were 
driven from their homes and property 
damage, totaling millions, resulted.

Pian Believed More Satisfac- 
tory; Gibson to Be Member 
and Eminent Americans.

Secretary of State Kellogg yesterday 
spiked published reports that he would 


go to Geneva to head the American 
delegation on the three-power confer- 
ence on limitation of naval armaments, 
which meets on June 20. The 


Secretary made his denial wn- 
equivocal and emphatic. Even though 
ranking British and Japanese officials 
are named on their respective delega- 
tions, the American Secretary of State 
will remain in Washington and direct 
major policies in connection with the 
conference from his desk here. 

Hugh Wilson, newly appointed Min- 
ister to Switzerland, will serve on the 
delegation in some capacity, it was 
stated yesterday, but nothing definite 
has been decided as to naming out- 
standing American citizens of the type 
of former Secretary of State Charles 
Evans Hughes or John W. Davis, the 
former Democratic candidate for the 
presidency, to add prestige to the 
American delegation. 

Mr. Hughes headed the American 
delegation at the Washington confer~ 
ence on limitation of armaments and 
Far Eastern problems, it is recalled. But 
the situation at that time, in 1921-22, 
was far different from that existing to- 
day, it is pointed out, and this confer- 
ence was held in Washington under 
circumstances which promised a suc- 
cessful outcome. 


Proposals Today Different. 


The present plan for a three-power 
pact*is of a very different character, it 
is admitted. Few officials have any 


real hope that anything practical will 
be accomplished and even President 
Coolidge himself has been doubtful as 
to the feasibility of bringing about fur- 
ther naval disarmament at a confer- 
ence where both France and Italy are 
absent. 

Besides, the United. States is so far 
behind the other powers in cruiser con- 
struction and in the construction of 
small naval craft that the American 
delegation will have nothing to offer the 
powers in return for their promise to 
limit naval construction. Suggestions 
that the United States may embark on 
a huge building program unless the 
British and Japanese agree to cut down 
their auxiliary nayal craft will not be

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“(THE FLOOD AND POLITICS. 


Senator Reed, of Missouri, draws a harrow- 
ns picture of a brutal government refusing to 
rescue drowning and starving flood victims, 
when by the simple expedient of calling Con- 
gress the situation could be relieved. He 
throws out the suggestion that if President 
Coolidge would call Congress, an immediate 
and immense appropriation would be forth- 
coming, and the government would be absolved 
from the charge of heartless neglect of its 
citizens in distress. 

Would Senator Reed do his share in this 
humanitarian work by agreeing to withhold 
his resolution relating to the “slush fund” 
committee? Would he join heartily in voting 
to seat Smith and Vare, so that the Republi- 
cans could go ahead and organize the Senate, 
appoint committees and appropriate money 
for the flood victims? Would he exert his 
influence with his Democratic colleagues to 
eliminate politics in the organization of the 
Senate? 

Before Congress can appropriate money it 
must organize by appointing committees. As 
soon as Congress convenes, whether in regular 
session or in response to a call by the Presi- 
dent for purposes of flood relief, the first 
business before the Senate after calling the 
roll will be the approval of credentials and 
the administration of the oath to new mem- 
bers. Who are the new members? Are 
Smith and Vare members? If the Senate 
should temporarily: set aside the Smith and 
Vare controversies, the question would arise, 
which party is to control the Senate? As the 


'~\ parties would be equal in strength, a political 


pattle royal would ensue, because this is an 
important year and no senator can afford to 
overlook a chance to promote his own and his 
party’s fortunes. 

While every senator on both sides, or all 

three sides, would protest his eagerness to 
put through an appropriation for the flood 
sufferers, it would be found that his first ef- 
fort would be devoted to politics. Republicans 
would insist that the credit for extending 
flood relief should go to President Coolidge 
and the Republican party. Democrats would 
try to get the credit for forcing the Republi- 
cans to join in a flood relief scheme proposed 
by Democrats. The Mississippi flood is a bet- 
ter political football than farm relief. Within 
an hour after the President had issued his 
call for an extra session, politicians would be 
scheming ways and means for making capital 
out of flood trelief. 

If Senator Reed and‘all other Democratic 
senators will sign an agreement to vote for 
Republican control of the Senate, or if Sena- 
tor Curtis and all other Republicans will agree 
beforehand to turn the organization of the 
Senate over to the Democrats, a flood relief 
bill might be passed. But that is asking the 
mpossible. There is the, Presidency to be 
onsidered, as well as the control of Congress. 
Does anybody imagine that the sufferings of 
flood victims would induce the Republican or 
the Democratic party to sign away the Presi- 
dency and Congress?

PARIS CALMS DOWN. - 


The hysteria that attacked Paris when con- 
flicting reports were received. regarding the 
Nungesser-Coli flight has now subsided. The 
eagerness of mobs to swallow poisonous ru- 
mors concerning America hasbeen replaced 
by a fair degree of calm judgment, in which 
the Parisians acknowledge that Americans 
were playing the game squarely and would 
have joyfully welcomed the French filers. 
Paris now knows that no misleading weather 
reports were sent from the United States and 
that no other diabolical schemes were set on 
foot to rob France of the glory that she craved. 

The Parisian public now realizes that it 


victimized itself with baseless rumors. Even 
French government officials permitted them- 
selves to believe reports which were not only 
unverified, but positively disproved. These 
officials sent cablegrams of congratulations to 
Nungesser and Coli, and prepared for a demon- 
stration in parliament in honor of the fliers, 
They eagerly devoured fake reports in French 
newspapers describing the arrival of*the avia- 
tors in New York city, their words of greeting, 
and the speeches of welcome delivered by the 
American authorities. An hour or two of 
suspended judgment would have saved Paris 
from its paroxysm of joy and despair. But 
who ever heard of a Parisian crowd suspend- 
ing judgment for an hour? 

Ambassador Herrick sent in a precaution 
against an American flight while the Parisians 
were indulging in passionate denunciation of 
Americans “under the mistaken notion that 
somehow this country was to blame for the 
mishap of Nungesser and Coli. But there is 
no danger now of an outburst against Ameri- 
can fliers if they should succeed in crossing 
the Atlantic. On the contrary, they would 
be received with cordiality, perhaps with an 
excess of cordiality, to make up for the tem- 
porary aberration of the Paris public. 

The Nungesser-Coli flight was in itself evi- 
dence of good feeling between France and 
the United States. ‘The airmen directed their 
journey toward New York, and not toward 
Buenos Aires or Rio de Janeiro. Al] French- 
men anticipated a warm welcome for their 
gallant air champions, and they would not 


~have been disappointed. 


The United States government is doing its 
utmost to assist in the search for the lost 
aviators. Nothing would give Americans 
greater joy than to be the saviors of Nun- 
gesser and Coli. If they: have perished, 
America will mourn them while acclaiming 
their glorious spirit. 


BORAH VS. COOLIDGE. 


There is great pith and moment in the 
declaration of Senator Cole Blease, of South 
Carolina, that Senator William E. Borah is 
the logical candidate of the Democratic party 
for President in 1928. The declaration 
stamps Senator Blease as a Warwick of the 
first rank, If he had not already committed 
himself to Senator Borah, his perspicacity 
would have aroused such a furore of admira- 
tion among his fellow countrymen he himself 
would have been placed in the White House. 

At first blush the idea of running Senator 
Borah as a Democrat may seem impracticable, 
but sober second thought: reveals that it is 
not only reasonable but that the Democratic 
party will make a fatal blunder if the idea 
is not adopted, 

What is the fundamental issue upon which 
the Democratic. party must unite if it is to 
beat Calvin Coolidge? It is not that of opposi- 
tion to everything for which Coolidge stands? 
Concede that Coolidge is right in any particu- 
lar, and you have given him a dangerous ad- 
vantage. Deny that he is right or ever will 
be right, and you have cleared the ground for 
somebody else. sn 

The one statesman in the United States who 
never concedes that Coolidge does anything 
right is William E. Borah, of Idaho. On that 
issue he stands paramount and preeminent, 
over all other Americans. He never palters 
with his conscience on this issue. The world 
always knows where to find him. Ask what 
Coolidge has done or intends to do, and you 
will find Borah on the opposite side, already 
showing where Coolidge is wrong. 

What matters it that Mr. Borah is some- 
times classed as a Republican? Accidents will 
happen. The Democratic party can afford to 
overlook that handicap, so long as Borah him- 
self habitually overlooks it. Besides, it is 
good strategy to take a strong man from the 
other side, thus weakening your opponents 
while strengthening yourself. If the Demo- 
cratic party could induce Coolidge to be its 
candidate, see what a ten-strike it would be! 
But since Coolidge appears to be the probable 
choice of the enemy, the logical thing to do 
is to run Borah against him. 


THE DYE INDUSTRY. 


No commodity in the long list of materials 
was needed more than dyes when the United 
States entered the world war. For many. 
years the United States had depended largely 
upon Germany for its supply. The Germans 
were preeminent as dye makers. Since this 


industry is closely connected with the manu-: 
facture of chemicals used in war, the produc- 
tion of American dyes became a _ national 
question when the war cut off the United 
States from German supplies. The textile in- 


‘dustry, crippled because of the scarcity of 


dyes, encouraged the production of a domestic 
supply, . 

At the close of the war the new industry 
faced competition with the German product, 
Immediately Congress legislated to prevent the 
annihilation of dye manufacture here. It im- 
posed a duty on foreign coal-tar products, in- 
cluding dyes, and sought to create a situation 


that would avoid dependence of the United 


the latter are still im their formative 
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States on foreign products. So great has been 
the success of this domestic industry that the 
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The ‘German dye trust is now attempting to 
combine with British interests to control the 
world’s ‘markets for dyes and other coal-tar 
products. The American delegates at the 
Geneva economic conference réport that the 
European combination is preparing to attack 
the American chemical industry established 
during the war. It is said that Germany has 
been losing its grip on world markets since 
the American chemical industry reached such 
lusty proportions. — | 
Of all chemical products, coal-tar derivatives 
head the list, not only for industrial purposes 
but for national defense needs. The preserva- 
tion of the domestic dye industry is a matter 


of prime importancé. 


JAPAN’S FINANCIAL CRISIS. 


According to the Department of Commerce 
the immediate cause of Japan’s financial crisis 
was the delay in the passage of legislation to 
extend the “earthquake bills.” These bills 
were bank loans made uncollectible by the 
great earthquake in September, 1923. It was 
originally planned that these bills should be 
liquidated by September 30, 1925. This being 
found impossible, an extension was authorized 
for two years, ending September 30, 1927. 
Parliamentary debates caused distrust and 
runs on various banks. 

To save the situation the Bank of Japan 
made an enormous issue of paper notes, reach- 
ing a total of more than 2,651,000,000 yen, or 
about $1,325,000,000. The bank gold reserve 
was only about $500,000,000. 

While the present crisis may be traced to 
the earthquake, the underlying cause is post- 
war economic depression, the effects of which 
are still felt by the industries and commercial 
concerns of Japan. It came in the wake of 
war inflation. This phenomenon has been wit- 


nessed in nearly all countries, including the 


United States. 

The earthquake destroyed about one-eighth 
of Japan’s national wealth. Costly military 
operations and a boycott against Japanese 
goods in China added to the economic difficul- 
ties, while the decline in the price of raw silk, 
due to the competition of artificial silk, aggra- 
vated the situation. 

The crisis does not affect the government’s 
finances. The per capita tax of Japan is only 
$6.50, and the per capita public debt about $40 
—which is not large. Direct Federal taxes in 
the United States are about $18 per capita, 
while the public debt is about $175 per capita. 


THE TOLL OF TREES. 


The public will learn with regret that the 
street widening program will again take its 
toll of shade trees. Fifteenth street, on the 
west side of McPherson square between I 
street and Massachusetts avenue, now stands 
bare, waiting for the street widening crews 
to begin their work. The 70 or more trees 
that line Connecticut avenue between Dupont 
circle and Florida avenue are now about to 
be felled, and when this task is completed the 
choppers will move to Thirteenth street be- 


| tween I street and Massachusetts avenue. 


It is impossible to replace a tree but an- 
other can be substituted in its place, and 
this is what must be done. Washington’s 
thoroughfares are famous for their trees, which 
are the chief charm of the city. The widen- 
ing of streets, without relining them with trees 
would be mere barbarism. Nevertheless, trees 
are being destroyed more rapidly than they 
can be replaced. An enlarged estimate for 
the cost of planting street trees should be 
made by the District commissioners and ur- 
gently pressed upon Congress.

NAVY AIR INSURANCE. 


The appalling number of fatalities in the 
air service of the navy recently has set the in- 
surance organization of the service to think- 
ing. This organization, which is purely mutual, 
is known as the ‘“‘Navy Mutual Aid.” Officers 
and attaches of the naval establishment are 
insured by the society in the sum of $7,500, 
and all classes are upon the same basis, so 
far as assessments to meet claims are con- 


- cerned. 


Within the last month or two an unusual 
number of claims has been filed by the heirs 
of members, and it is felt that the fatalities 
connected with the work of the air service, 
which recently reached a total of ten within 
one week, make it imperative that some action 
be taken toward meeting the situation if the 
society’s funds are not to be depleted entirely. 

Under the orders of the Navy Department, 
which were promulgated something more than 
a year ago, all midshipmen at the Annapolis 
Academy are fequired to take a course in avia- 
tion. That means that every navy | officer 
graduated from the academy in the future must 
be capable of piloting an airship when occa- 
sion may demand. All ayiators of the navy, 
whether enlisted men or commissioned officers, 
receive’50 per cent above their regular pay 
when on “flying duty,” and the organization 
in which they are insured feels that these 
fliers should be required to pay more for the 
protection of insurance than those whose duties 
are confined to service on the comparatively 
safe vessels of the fleet, or on ‘“‘shore duty.” 

The matter of increased assessments against 
the fliers has been discussed recently at the 
meetings of the Navy Mutual Aid, and while no 
definite policy has been framed, it seems likely 
that all members of the association who are 
regularly attached to the flying corps will be 
called upon hereafter to pay much higher fees 
in order to maintain their insurance. It is 
a matter in which every officer of the service 
is vitally interested.

Mr. Strong’s Stabilization Plan. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: I have 
received a clipping from your valuable 
paper of April 26, entitled, “Stabilizing 
the Dollar,” and in the interest of a 
proper study of the subject that I hope 
will result in the passage of good leg- 
islation, I would like to call your at- 
tention personally to the fact that I do 
not claim that the Federal reserve board 
has full power to inflate or deflate at 
will, but they do have the power of 
regulating the “volume of the currency” 
through their open market operations 
and the “price of money” through the 
regulation of their rediscount rates. 
They also have a great power in the 
matter of “publicity and advice” 
through the twelve Federal Reserve 


banks to the member banks and the. 


thousands of correspondent banks 
throughout the country, which does 
make it possible for them at critical 
Stages to greatly retard inflation and 
lessen and soften deflation and its at- 
tending disaster. 

The hearings just printed that were 
held by the banking and currency com- 
mittee of the House on the proposition 
make it very plain that the Federal Re- 
serve system has for two or three years 
used its powers very successfully in the 
interest of the stabilization of the mar- 
ket, which, of course, tends to the sta- 
bilization of the price level, and that 
from their experience in the manage- 
ment of the system they are learning 
more of the results that follow the use 
of such powers. Such powers, how- 
ever, were given to the Federal reserve 
system without any direction of policy 
as to their use, and the purpose of the 
bill I introduced was to direct that they 
should be used in the policy of stabili- 
zation in which every owner of prop- 
erty, every investor and debtor, every 


- employe and every employer should be 


vitally interested.

A Prison Census. 

Philadelphia Public Ledger: A recent 
bulletin from the census bureau gives 
the result of prison conditions in the 
United States in 1923—four years ago. 
It is doubtful whether the conclusions 
to be drawn from this report would be 
altogether valid today, but the com- 
parisons which it makes with condi- 
tions in 1910 are interesting if not 
instructive. It shows, for example, that 
the commitment rate for all penal in- 
stitutions per 100,000 of population de- 
creased from 522 to 325; that indeter- 
minate sentences in jails and reforma- 
tories increased 55.4 per cent; death 
sentences decreased but life sentences 
increased; repeaters made up nearly one- 
half of the prisoners committed; more 
than 50 per cent of the prisoners re- 
leased from prisons and reformatories 
were paroled, while only one-third 
served out their sentences; and there 
was a marked increase in commitments 
for crimes of violence. Prohibitionists 
will be interested to learn that com- 
mitments for drunkenness decreased, 
the rate being 186 per 100,000 of pop- 
ulation in 1910, and 83 in 1923, but 
there were marked increases for vio- 
lations of the drug and liquor laws.

In every community 
where there is a hospital the average 
care given the sick in their homes is 
a little better than it was before the 
hospital was started than in those 
communities where there are no hos- 
pitals. The doctors in those towns do 
their work a little better; the nurses 
do theirs a little better, and the home 
nurses are a little more efficient else- 
where. 


Another reason is that many forms 
of disease are milder, partly because 
hospitals have made them so. Recent- 
ly Dr. Pope studied the history of scar- 
let fever in Providence, R. I., during 
the last 50 years. His conclusion was 
that scarlet fever is about. as prevalent 
as it ever was, but that it is a mild 
disease with few fatalities. That is 
true of scariet fever everywhere in this 
country. 

How could hospitals have contrib- 
uted to that? Outside a few cities, 
scarlet fever cases are not cared for in 
hospitals; in fact, very few hospitals 
will take cases of scarlet fever. 

Scarlet fever is due to a streptococ- 
cus. This coccus has become a mild 
germ. One reason for this is the high- 
er standards of cleanliness which pre- 
vail everywhere, but especially in the 
sickroom—in all sickrooms—those 
where scarlet fever prevails as well as 
those where other disease is in action. 


Hospitals have been the chief agency 
in causing the sick of all kinds to be 
cared for in cleanly fashion. 

A study of erysipelas in Illinois 
shows the same change that has taken 
place with scarlet fever. Eighty years 
ago there were frequent waves of epi- 
demic erysipelas. The disease was 
It swept over 
the country. Now erysipelas is gen- 
erally an ever-present, rather mild dis- 
ease and not very contagious. Erysip- 


} elas is also a streptococcus disease. 


These are but two of a considerable 
list of diseases which have become fair- 
ly mild. And this is so in part be- 
cause tke sickrooms have been made 
clean. Changing the customs has been, 
in part, the contribution of hospitals. 

And that is another of the reasons 
why the public thinks kindly of them 
in this day.

The American league executive placed 
responsibility for ‘the situation. that 
terminated in. the throwing of “mur- 
derous pop bottles”. and required police 
protection for the umpire, “Red” Orms- 
by, on the shoulders of Manager Mack. 
The Philadelphia management, John- 
son declared, displayed “lack of :fair- 
hess, intelligence and true sportsman- 
ship.” 


Cobb was fined, Johnson said, 
for his “lack of intelligence” in 
bumping the umpire. Simmons 
was characterized by Johnson as 
“an outfielder, plainly lacking in 
knowledge of the American 
league’s established customs.” 


President. Johnson’s letter to Mack 
follows: “The conduct of a player, 
by word or. action, that would: tend to 
excite the partisan element of a base- 
ball: crowd to wrath against the de- 
cision of an umpire, is one of the most 
reprehensible occurrences that can hap- 
pen in a game, and stamps the offender 
as entirely devoid of the “highest 
principles of manhood. 

“This plainly happened in the Bos- 
| ton-Athletics game of last Thursday, 

in Philadelphia, when Simmons, a 
young outfielder, plainly lacking in 
| knowledge of American league estab- 
| lished customs, fanatically, by declara- 
tions and gestures, incited the spec-

HAWAIIANS ON SCHEDULE 


The “Halt Hour With Great Com- 
posers,” to be heard through WRC at 
7:30 o'clock tonight will be dedicated 
to. Edward MacDowell, one of América’s 
foremost composers. Hans Barth, the 
New York pianist, will play the “D 
Minor Concerto,” accompanied by an 
orch Other MacDowell composi- 
tions on the program will be the “Three 
Etudes,” Opus 46, the-subtitles of which 
are “Wild Chase,” “Improvisation” and 
“Polonaise.” | 

‘This presentation comes at a time 
when there is a country-wide movement 
to more substantially endow the Mac- 
Dowell colony at Petersborough, N. H. 
It was MacDowell’s wish that a place 
be provided that musicians, painters 
and writers might go to work undis- 
turbed. He bequeathed to the project 
his beautiful 200-acre farm on which 
is located the famous log cabin where- 
in most of his compositions were writ- 
ten. 

The colony has now grown and & 
score of studios have been built there 
in the pine-studded hills surrounding 
a central colony house, which has a 
dining room and sleeping quarters for 
most of the colonists. It has far out- 
grown the dream of its founder, but is 
in need of funds for perpetuity. 


Preceding the MacDowell presentation 
will be the South Sea islanders, rather 
infrequently heard here. Queen Liliuo- 
kalini taught these Hawaiians many of 
her own songs, including “Aloha Oc.” 
As the boat which was to carry them 
eastward. pointed toward the Golden 
Gate it was Quéen Liliuokalini who 
placed a.lei of poppies around the neck 
of each of the five South Sea islanders. 

WRC’s program from 9 to 10 o’clock 
will be furnished by local artists. The 
Sylvan trio and Florence Adams in 
recitations will be heard from 9 to 9:30 
o’clock, followed by a half hour con- 
cert by Kurt Hetzel, pianist. 

Tonight’s broadcasting will open with 
dinner music from the Waldorf-Asto- 
ria in New York at 5 o’clock, and will 
conclude with Vincent Lopez at 11 
o’clock. Other evening features include 
the Kitt hour of music, with Minnie 
Volkmann, soprano, and Charles Mil- 
ler, saxophonist, the Club Eskimos and 
Le Paradis band. 

This afternoon a play-by-play ac- 
count of the Washington-Chicago 
baseball game will be broadcast,

The proceedings of the third annual 
memorial Victor Herbert program, un- 
der the direction of the American So- 
ciety of Composers, Authors and Pub- 
lishers, will be broadcast direct from 
the crystal room of the Ritz-Carlton 
hotel, New York, through the red net- 
work of the National Broadcasting Co., 
Wednesday evening, May 25.

Clergy pension fund, which is com- 
pulsory under both general and dioce- 
gan canon law of the Episcopal Church, 
created much animated discussion in 
the thirty-second annual convention of 
the diocese of Washington, meeting in 
the Church of the Ascension, yester- 
day. 
' The Rt. Rev. James E. Freeman, 
bishop of Washington, presided. 

The matter of St. Alban’s parish’s non- 
payment of the pension fund assess- 
ment was first brought out yesterday 
morning in the report of the Rev. Rob- 
ert Johnston, rector of St. John’s 
church, chairman of the clergy pension 
fund committee of the diocese. The 
Rev. C. Ernest Smith objected to the 
action of the national trustees of the 
pension fund withholding certain al- 
lowances for pensioners in the diocese 
of Washington until the St. Alban’s 
assessment was paid. 

At the opening of the afternoon ses- 
gion Mr. Monell Sayre, national execu- 
tive secretary of the clergy pension 
fund of the Episcopal Church, was in- 
troduced to the convention and ex- 
plained in detail the workings of 
the fund. He said the National Church 
of the Disciples of Christ and ‘the 
Presbyterian Church were about to set 
into operation pension plans for re- 
tired clergymen and their dependents 
éimilar to that now operating success- 
fully in the Episcopal Church. 


$18,000,000 in Fund, 


The clergy pension fund of the Epis- 
copal Church, according to the speak- 
er, now has reserves amounting to 
about $18,000,000, and 9814 per cent 
of American parishes have paid their 
assessments regularly to the fund, 
This payment is 712 per cent of the 
salaries paid to the rectors and other 
clergy in charge of parishes. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Sayre’s re- 
marks, Mr. Warner made a statement 
of his position in the pension-fund 
matter, saying he had resolved never 
to personally benefit by such a system 
and “that certain things had turned 
him against it,” but that he did not 
want the convention to pay the St. 


yy enol s parish assessment, as had been 


proposed, to keep the diocesan record 
100 per cent in this matter and that 
the parish would undoubtedly now 
pay its assessment as a “contribution 
to the fund.” 

‘Upon suggestion of Bishop Freeman 
the matter was referred to the clergy 
pension fund committee of the dio- 
cese. 

One hundred and fifty delegates were 
present when Bishop Freeman opened 
the business session in the morning.

FOR DELINGUENT TAXES 


Taliaferro Orders Accounts 
Coordinated and Daily Re- 
ports to Collector. 


BILLS WILL NOTE ARREARS 


Commissioner Sidney F. Taliaferro 
yesterday handed to a committee of 
department heads recently appointed 
by him a memorandum of instructions 
directing it to submit to him a plan 
for a less informal treatment of the 
District’s delinquent tax problem. 


He said that he was particularly 
anxious that a vigorous campaign 
should be inaugurated for collection of 
taxes in arrears; that a system be in- 
augurated whereby bills be forwarded 
quarterly. or semiannually, and that 
“when an inquiry is made for a bill 
or a notice is sent out, a complete 
statement be furnished of all items 
allowed by a taxpayer, and not that he 
be ‘simply given his current bill with- 
out reference to other items which 
may be owing. 

The collector of taxes does not have 
an advance record of special assess- 
ments for water mains, paving and 
other improvements, he said, but the 
auditor has agreed, beginning with 
July, to certify such assessments to 
the collector, “so that the collector 
may have a record of the situation re- 
specting. special assessments and be 
able at any time to tell the total un- 
paid balance thereof.” 

Taliaferro also pointed out that there 
is no periodical check, or trial balance 
between the collector, assessor and au- 
ditor to insure accuracy of the real 
estate and personal tax charges carried 
on the collector’s books, but that As- 
sessor William P. Richards had agreed 
to draw from his 20 or more sets of 
books of collectible realty taxes the 
items paid daily, and to strike daily a 
balance of items collectible as well as 
paid, to check with the collector. 
Other criticisms of the present situ- 
ation, cited by the cOMmissioner that 
there is no definite or regular system 
of notifying persons that taxes are de- 
linquent except the notice required by 
law and sale of delinquent taxes; that 
@ similar condition obtains as to per- 
sonal atxes and that there are, on the 
collelctor’s books, delinquent items dat- 
ing from 1877, amounting to between 
$3,000,000 to 84, 000,000. 

The committee to suggest revision 
of procedure consists of Assessor Rich- 
ards, Tax Collector Chatham Towers 
and Daniel E. Garges, secretary to the 
board of District commissioners. 


WATER-PRESSURE AREA 
PLANNED FOR CITY 


Inadequacy of System in Case 
of Fire Causes Move 
by Chamber:

Opponents of the change objected to 
forcing the heavy traffic into other 
streets. They said the trucks would 
have to use streets with car lines, \if 
they were ruled from Sixteenth street, 
with resulting congestion that would-be 
expensixe and dangerous. 

Some of those on both sides suggest- 
ed that the commissioners Hmit the 
size ‘and loads of all trucks and ban 
solid tires from all District streets. Mra. 
Henderson was the first to make this 
suggestion. She said: 

“No truck or busses of greater size 
than formerly were drawn by two-horse 
teams should be - allowed any place 
in. Washington.” 

Alton B. Carty, presiderit -of the 
Columbia Heights Citizens’ association, 


who opposed Mrs. Henderson's petition, 
said:
